A GENERAL STATEMENT OFTHE PLANS AND PURPOSES 
OF LA CROSSE’S NEW COMMUNITY 
BUILDING ORGANIZATION 


Tho movement for a cen tm Ii zn lion of tho civic and commer­ 
cial forces of 11 ic* city into a modern typo of Chamber of Com­ 
merce, aggressive iii character, representative in membership* 
and efficient in finances and management* is an expression of a 
general demand on the part of the business and professional men 
for a n organization c o m m e n s u r a t e with the wealth and popula­ 
tion of La Crosse and its needs as a commercial, industrial and 
agricultural center. 
Its primary purpose will he to accomplish the greatest good 
for the greatest number of people through organized endeavor 
in every line of activity embraced in city building. 
Its governing principle will be that there is nothing too great 
for it to undertake and nothing too small for it to do if it is for 
the best interests of La Crosse. It wilt Ik* non-partisan, non-sec­ 
tional, and non-sectarian. 
It will be given the elements of stability, permanence and 
fiffHncial strength. 
All commercial, civic, industrial and agricultural interests 
will receive continuous anil intelligent attention in order that the 
city may be developed to its fullest possibilities and be made a de­ 
sirable place in which to live. 
THE FUTURE OF UA CROSSE 
j 
The future of this city is going to depend to a large extent 
upon the vision and organized activity of its commercia) forces. 
La Crosse has every essential for greatness, but it is in compe­ 
tition w itll powerful c ities on all sides, and each is using the 
agency of united endeavor to build itself up at the e xpense of the 
others. The future welfare of tin city demands the efficient meth­ 
ods of the modern Chamber of Commerce. It demands the maxi­ 
mum of co-operation, personal service and financial support. 
In order to build a commercial organization of the most ad­ 
vanced type, the committees in charge will look to the following 
essentials: 
Representative Membership—A membership made up of 
the representatives of every interest, of everv trade. f»f every in­ 
dustry. anil of every profession, so that it may truthfully he said 
that when the Chamber of Commerce speaks or acts, it is speak­ 
ing or acting 
all the interests of La Crosse. 
Adequate Working Capital—Funds to carry out construc­ 
tive projects calculated to promote the welfare of Hie city and 
bur round mg country, to employ a trained and competent manag­ 
ing secretary, and to maintain adequate and dignified headquar­ 
ters. and meeting rooms. 
Active 
Moral Support—A type of working machinery to 
draw and insure the personal service, sup(>ort, and interest of 
the membership. 
Definite Working Plans— Plans which wilt commit the or­ 
g a n i z a t i o n to constructive work along specific lines, aud the 
adoption of definite policies. 


MEMBERSHIP DUES 
j 
In our investigations we have found that the experience of 
all cities and towns has proved the impracticability of trying to 
finance a Chamber of Commerce in the way we have been doing 
with our organizations in the past. The plan providing for annual 
dues of $25 per year has been universally adopted in the most 
progressive commercial organizations throughout the 
United 
States. 
By making the dues $25, the interest of the member will he 
hotter secured and a sufficient fund of money raised so that it 
will not be necessary to “pass the hat*' from time to time for 
civic and commercial organization purposes. 


ONE FUND FOR ALL NEEDS 
The Chamber of Commerce proposes to raise one fund at 
one time to meet all the civic and commercial organization needs 
of the city, and in soliciting memberships in this campaign, indi­ 
viduals ami firms will he* asked to invest (not donate*) in the 
Chamber elf Commerce a sufficient amount to cover their share 
in all such activities with the distinct understanding that the 
Chamber of Commerce will not ask for further funds during the 
life elf the membership, unless an exigency would permit same 
upon a majority vote of the entire membership. 
In other words, it is proposed to raise one fund sufficient to 
meet the needs of the community in civic and commercial organ­ 
ization lines and to appropriate these funds to the different ac­ 
tivities in a conservative way and only where the activity is for 
the welfare of La Crosse. Under this plan every member of the 
Chamber can fee! assured that each dollar he invests in commer­ 
cial organization work will go further in aiding La (.russe than 
in the past. 


BUDGET SYSTEM WILL BE ADOPTED 
The most modern methods of safeguarding the funds of the 
Chamber of Commerce will be adopted. The Board of Directors 
each year will appoint a finance committee, whose duty it will 
be to formulate a budget for the expenditures of the Chamber 
of Commerce and its several bureaus. No bureau, however, will 
receive a lump sum for expenses except upon a detailed repres­ 
entation and statement of the amounts needed. Each such appro­ 
priation will be passed upon first bv the finance committee and 
then by the* Board of Directors. 
To insure pe rmanency to this Chamber of Commerce*, mem­ 
berships will be taken only on a three-year basis hut payable* an­ 
nually. This will enable 
the* organization 
to plan its work for 
more* than one ye ar iii advance and will give* it the* necessary' per­ 
m a n e n c y lo insure its success. In adopting the* three-year plan 
the committee has taken the advice of all Lading authorities. 


MEMBERSHIP ON EQUALIZATION BASIS 
I he plan further provides for “plural memberships,** which 
means that individuals and firms will he asked to invest in the 
Chamber of Commerce in proportion to their material interest in 
the community and to the benefits they may expect to derive 
from its work. 


PLAN OF ORGANIZATION 
Tile Chamber of Commerce will be organized on the Rurcau 
plan, a feature that I r i s been adopted by several hundred com­ 
mercial bodies in recent years. This plan is modeled on the de­ 
partmental organization of Hie modern business concern, and 
icings about coneen Im lion along a number of different lines by 
groups of men directly interested in those various lines. 
The following bureaus will be organized immediately after 
Hie membership campaign: 
Merchants* Bureau. 
I 
Manufacturers' and .lobbers* Bureau. 
Conventions and Publicity Bureau. 
Agricultural Bureau. 
Civic Bureau. 


Additional bureaus may’ also be created to meet the needs of 
the organization and the community. Even Hie city ’s charity work 
may hr advantageously handled by a bureau of this organization. 
In fact the scheme of organization is so broad and comprehen­ 
sive that any phase of public activity’ may be properly and eco­ 
nomically handled under the Chamber of Commerce and in ad­ 
dition gain immeasurable prestige. 


MEMBERS WILL ( HOOSE THEIR BUREAUS 
At the conclusion of the membership campaign Ibis week an 
“information blank*’ will he mailed to each member to ascertain 
the lines of activity in which hr is most interested. He will then 
hr assigned to the bureau or bureaus which incude these activi­ 
ties. lf the member is a manufacturer, he will naturally choose 
the Manufacturers* and Jobbers* Bureau, lf he is a merchant, he 
will naturally prefer the Merchants* Bureau. 
It will he permis­ 
sible, however, for members to elect 
to he in 
more than one 
bureau. This plan brings together men who are thinking in like 
lines and talking in like terms and the maximum ut results can 
naturally be expected. 


A PLATFORM OF ACTIVITIES 
A survey of the cliv’ is now being made by trained organiza­ 
tion men with tho view of formulating a definite program of 
activities not only of the Chamber of Commerce, hut of the 
several bureaus. In making this survey the views of the leading 
men of the community, in all lines of trade, industry’ and pro­ 
fession, will he obtained. 
This 
platform of constructive work 
will be submitted to the membership at its initial meeting, and 
it vvill hr the duty of the officers and directors to do their ut­ 
most to sec that Hic entire program is carried out by the bureaus 
and the Chamber. 


BOARD OF D I RECTORS 
The Board of Directors of the Chamber of Commerce will be 
composed of an equal number of directors from each of the 
bureaus and from the Membership Council, a department which 
will he explained farther on. This plan of electing directors in­ 
sures a well-balanced directorate interested in every phase of 
civie and commercial organization work and will guarantee the 
support of the entire membership in all lines of general interest. 


ACTIVITIES OF THE BUREAUS 
In the hv-laws to he adopted the functions and activities of 
each bureau will be definitely outlined. It is not the intention 
here to specify the activities of Hic bureau, but simply to make 
a general statement concerning the work of each. 
Each bureau 
will have the power of initiating measures for Hie giMxi of the 
community and the activities of each will only be limited bv the 
industry of the members, the general secretary’ and the officers. 


THE MERCHANTS’ BUREAU 
The Merchants’ Bureau will carry on all activities looking to 
trade extension and trade protection. 


BIG FIELD FOR CONSTRUCTIVE WORK 
There is a big field for constructive work for the Merchants* 
Bureau along the lines of trade extension and the Chamber of 
Commerce will give this bureau strong support in promoting fall 
and spring style shows, 
suburban days. dollar da vs, shoppers’ 
i i 
trading excursions, picnics of farmers and other methods for 
bringing about increased trade. 
Along protective lines the bureau will safeguard the mem­ 
bers from promiscuous solicitors, fly-by-night merchants, arid 
hostde legislation. 
Hie Merchants* Bureau will also have the heartiest eo-oper- 
ation of the entire Chamber of Commerce in campaigns to edu­ 
cate the people of this city and county to do their trading at 
home. It will also work to bring about a more general co-opera­ 
tion among the retail, wholesale and manufacturing interests of 
La Crosse. 


AGRICULTURAL BUREAU 
It has become axiomatic that the growth of a city is largely 
in direct proportion to the growth in population and resources 
in the territory contributory lo it. La Crosse is in the midst of a 
rich farming territory which has vast possibilities for develop­ 
ment. 
This is not going to be a bureau to tell the farmer how to 
farm, hut a bureau where both the farmer anil the business man 
can work out problems that will hr for the material welfare of 
each. That this is practical has been demonstrated in many pro­ 
gressive commercial organizations and 
investigation of 
such 
^ 
methods will be oue of the Drat activities of this bureau. 


The business of marketing the surplus products of the farms 
is in many cases still in its infancy and this bureau will work to 
the end of making La Crosse a market clearing house for this 
section of the country and of providing better facilities for mar­ 
keting home-grown products. 
MANUFACTURERS & JOBBERS BUREAU 
This bureau will continue and increase the activities of the 
present Manufacturers* and Jobbers’ Club and work for indus­ 
trial and wholesale trade expansion. 
Promotion of the industrial growth of a community is one 
of the general activities of a Chamber of Commerce that yields 
large direct returns. 
Every 
existing 
industry enlarged and 
every’ new industry’ secured 
means increased 
pay 
rolls, more 
homes and families, and consequently an additional circulation 
of money throughout the community.

In order that the industrial bureau may’ proceed with the 
best results, the Chamber of Commerce will aired this bureau 
to make an industrial survey’ of the city so that the advantages 
of Ca Crosse as a manufacturing location can be widely adver­ 
tised. 
CIVIC BUREAU 
r 
There is a great field of work to he done by’ an aggressive 
Civic Bureau in making this community a more desirable place 
in which to live. Statistics of commercial organizations through­ 
out the country show that fully’ fifty’ per cent of their activities 
are along civic lines. In every’ field of civic work organized citi­ 
zenship is needed. Civic work does not mean the expenditure of 
money in costly improvements. It simply means a non-partisan 
co-operation to bring about 
governmental 
efficiency and the 
maximum results for money spent in public work. It means com­ 
munity cleanliness, health, recreation, beauty and welfare. 


OUR CITY SHOULD LOOK FAR AHEAD 
La Crosse will do well to look not only’ to the civic needs of 
today, but to those of the city when it will .have a population of 
50.000, 75,000, or even 100.0(H) people. Chicago is today’ plan­ 
ning its public improvements on the basis of a population of 
20.000.000 people. New York is looking ahead 
even 
as far as 
fifty years in planning its public work. Los Angeles in all its civic 
work visualizes the city of 1,000.000 people. La Crosse ain profit 
by using such foresight and vision. 
PUBLICITY AND CONVENTION BUREAU 
Publicity’ is today’ one of the strongest constructive features 
in the world of human endeavor. Without it business wanes and 
men sink into oblivion. What applies to individuals and business 
applies also to cities. The publicity department is essential to 
all phases of Chamber of Commerce work. 
The experience of the past has shown that La Crosse can 
he made a recognized convention city and that thousands of dol­ 
lars of new capital can he brought to the city annually through 
convention delegates. 
In this bureau there will he a group of 
men specializing on the work of securing conventions along the 
most modern methods. 
THE MEMBERSHIP COUNCIL 
A careful analysis of commercial organization work in La 
Crosse in recent years reveals a lack of co-operation on the part 
of many citizens in giving their personal service. To remedy this 
and to have an organization where the membership will be in­ 
terested and active continuously’, the bureau plan was adopted, 
anil to further strengthen the organization in this respect there 
will he a Membership Council. 
This is an initiative and referendum body* of about fifty rep­ 
resentatives from the various lines of trade, industry’, and profes­ 
sion represented in the membership. Each group, such as law­ 
yers, clothiers, doctors, grocers, etc., will be represented in the 
Membership Council by a delegate. The council will meet regu­ 
larly once a week or twice a month. All members of the Cham­ 
ber of Commerce may attend the meetings, hut only’ delegates 
may vote. The functions of the Membership Council shall he to 
originate and recommend to the Chamber and to the bureaus ail 
matters of community effort. 
MANAGING SECRETARY 
The working capital of the Chamber of Commerce will be 
sufficient to employ an able, trained, and experienced Managing 
Secretary•. Organizations here in the past have been handicapped 
by the lack ot trained men whose entire time was given to or­ 
ganization work. I lie campaign committee is now securing the 
applications of capable men, and making 
an 
investigation of 
their merits, and the data will be turned over to the board of di­ 
rectors following their election. 
CONCLUSION 
The citizens of Ca Crosse are called upon to rally’ to this for­ 
ward movement, 
lo raise a sufficient fund to carry on this com­ 
prehensive plan of work, individuals, firms, and c o rp o ra tio n s 
must take memberships in proportion to the return they will 
get from a community building organization of this type. 
Let every citizen with an investment in ttie future of La 
Crosse indorse this forward movement by* becoming m e m b e r s 
of the Chamber of Commerce; to work with one purpose and 
thus develop a community spirit that will make it the pride of

A GENERAL STATEMENT OFTHE PLANS AND PURPOSES 


OF LA CROSSE'S NEW COMMUNITY- 


BUILDING ORGANIZATION 


The movement for a centralization of the chic and commer- 


cial forces of the city into a modern type of Chamber of Com- 
merce, aggressive in character, representative in membership, 
and efficient in finances and management, is an expression of a 
general demand on the part of the business and professional men 
for an organization commensurate with Hie wealth and popula- 
tion of La Crosse and its needs as a commercial, industrial and 
agricultural center. 


Us primary purpose will be to accomplish the. grcalesl good 


for Uie greatest number of people through organized endeavor 
in every line of activity embraced in city building. 


Us governing principle will be that there is nothing lob great 


for il to undertake and nothing loo small for il to do if it is for 
the best, internals of La Crosse. It will be non-partisan, non-sec- 
tional, and non-seclarian. 


It will be given the elements of stability, permanence and 


financial strength. 


All commercial, civic, industrial and agricultural interests 


will receive continuous and intelligent attention in order (hat the 
city may be developed lo its fullest possibilities and be made a de- 
sirable place in which lo live. 


THE FUTURE OF LA CROSSE 


Thr future of Ihis city is going lo depend to a large extent 


upon tho vision and organized nctivily of its commercial forces. 
La Crosse lias every essential for greatness, but il is in compe- 
t i t i o n w i t h powerful cities on all sides, and each is using the 
agency of united endeavor to build itself up ol the expense of the 
others. Thr f u t u r e welfare, of the city demands the cfticie.nl meth- 
ods of the modern Chjnnbrr of Commerce. It demands the maxi- 
mum of co-oprrnlion, personal service and financial support. 


In order lo build a commercial organization of the most ad- 


vanced type, Ihe. committees in charge will look to the following 
essentials: 


Representative Membership—A membership made up of 


DIP representatives of every inlerest. of every trade, of every in- 
dustry. ;imi ol every profession, so thnt il may truthfully be said 
thai when tin.- C.luinihcr ol' Commerce speaks or acts, il is speak- 
ing ur acting for all I he interests of La Crosse, 


Adequate Working Capital—Funds to cany out construc- 


tive projects calculated lo promote the welfare of Ihc citv and 
surrounding country, to employ a trained and competent manag- 
ing secretary, and lo maintain adequate and dignified headquar- 
ters, and meeting rooms. 


Active 
Moral Support—A type of working machinery to 


draw and insure Ihc personal service, support, and inlerest of 
the membership. 


Definite Working Plans—Plans which will commit the or- 


ganization to constructive work along specific lines, and the 
adoption of definite policies. 


MEMBERSHIP DUES 


In our investigations we have found that the experience of 


all cities and towns has proved the impracticability of trying to 
finance a Chamber of Commerce in Hie vvav we have been clbing 
with our organizations in the past. The plnn"providing for annual 
dues of !?-!") per year has been universally adopted in Ihe most 
progressive commercial organizations .throughout the 
United 


Stales. 
i 


By makinp the dues $25, the interest of the member will be 


better secured and a sufficient fund of money raised so that it 
will not be necessary to "pass the hat" from time to time for 
civic and commercial organization purposes. 


ONE FUND FOR ALL NEEDS 


The Chamber of Commerce proposes to raise one fund at 


one lime to meet all the civic and commercial organization needs 
of the city, and in soliciting- memberships in this campaign, indi- 
viduals and firms will he asked lo invest (not donate) in the 
Chamber of Commerce a sufficient amount to cover their share 
in all such activities with the distinct understanding that the 
Chamber of Commerce will not ask for further funds during the 
life of the membership, unless an exigency would permit same 
upon a majority vote of the entire membership. 


In other words, it is proposed to raise one fund sufficient to 


meet the. needs of the community in civic and commercial organ- 
ization lines and lo appropriate these funds to the different ac- 
tivilies in a conservative way and only where the activity is for 
Ihe welfare of La Crosse. Under this plan every member of the 
Chamber can feel assured that each dollar he invests in commer- 
cial organization work will go further in aiding La Crosse than 
in the past. 


BUDGET SYSTEM AVILL BE-ADOPTED 


The most modern methods of safeguarding the funds of the 


Chamber of ^Commerce will be adopted. The Board of Directors 
each year will appoint a finance committee, whose duly it will 
be lo'formulale a budget for the expenditures of Ihc Chamber 
of Commerce and ils several bureaus. Xo bureau, however, will 
receive a lump sum for expenses except upon a detailed repres- 
entation and statement of Ihc amounts needed. Each such appro- 
priation will be passed upon first by the finance committee and 
Ihen by Ihe. Hoard of Directors. 


To insure permanency, lo Ihis Chamber of Commerce, mem- 


berships will be taken only on a three-year basis bul payable an- 
nually. This will enable- 
Ihe. organization 
lo plan ils work for 


more' than one year in advance and will give il the necessary per- 
manency lo insure ils success. In adopting the Ihrce-ycar plan 
Ihr committee has taken Ihe advice, of all leading authorities. 


MEMBERSHIP ON EQUALIZATION BASIS 


Thr plan further provides for "plural memberships." which 


means thai individuals and firms will be asked to invest in the 
Chamber of Commerce in proportion to their material interest in 
the community and to the benefits they may expect to derive 
from ils work. 


PLAN OF ORGANIZATION 


The Chamber of Commerce will be'organized on .the Bureau 


plan, a feature thai has been adopted by several hundred com- 
mercial bodies iri recent years. This plan is modeled on the de- 
partmental .-organization of the modern business concern, and 
brings about concentration along a number of different lines by 


. groups'of men directly interested in those various lines. 


The following bureaus will be organized immediately after 


the membership campaign: 


Merchants' Bureau. 
Manufacturers' and .Jobbers' Bureau. 
Conventions and Publicity Bureau. 
Agricultural Bureau. 
Civic Bureau. 


Additional bureaus may also be created to meet the needs of 


the organization and the community. Even the city's charity work 
may be advantageously handled by a bureau of this organization. 
In fact the scheme of organization is so broad and comprehen- 
sive, that any phase of public activity may be properly and eco- 
nomically, handled under the. Chamber of Commerce and in ad-- 
clition gain immeasurable prestige. 


MEMBERS WILL CHOOSE THEIR BUREAUS 


At the. conclusion of the membership campaign this week an 


"information blank" will be. mailed to each member to ascertain 
the lines of activity in which lie is most interested. He will then 
be assigned to the bureau or bureaus which incude these activi- 
ties. If the member is a manufacturer, he will naturally choose 
the Manufacturers' and Jobbers' Bureau. If he is a merchant, he 
will naturally prefer the Merchants' Bureau. It. will be permis- 
sible, however..for members to elect to be in more than one 
bureau. This plan brings together men who are thinking in like 
lines and talking in like terms and the maximum of results can 
naturally be expected. 


A PLATFORM OF ACTIVITIES 


A survey of the city is now being made by trained organiza- 


tion men with the view of formula ling a definite program of 
activities not only of the Chamber of Commerce, but of the- 
several bureaus. Jn making Ibis survey the views of the leading 
men of the community, in all lines of trade, industry and pro- 
fession, will be obtained. This platform of constructive work 
will be submitted to (he membership at its initial meeting, and 
it will be the duty of the officers and directors to do their ut- 
most to see that the entire program is carried out by the bureaus 
and the Chamber. 


BOARD OF DIRECTORS 


The, Board.of Directors of the Chamber of Commerce will be 


composed of an equal number of directors from each of the 
bureaus and from the Membership Council, a department which 
will be explained farther on. This plan of electing directors in- 
sures a well-balanced directorate interested in every phase of 


, civic and commercial organization work and will guarantee the 


support of the entire membership in all lines of general interest. 


ACTIVITIES OF THE BUREAUS 


Tn the by-laws to be adopted the functions and activities of 


each bureau will be definitely outlined. It is not the intention 
here to specify the activities of the bureau, but simply to make 
a general statement concerning the work of each. Each bureau • 
will have the power of initialing measures for the good of the 
community and the activities of each will only be limited by the 
industry of the members, the general secretary and the officers. 


THE MERCHANTS' BUREAU 


The Merchants' Bureau will carry on all activities looking to 


trade extension and trade protection. 


BIG FIELD FOR CONSTRUCTIVE WORK 


There is a big field for constructive work for the Merchants' 


Bureau along the lines of trade extension and the Chamber of 
Commerce will give this bureau.strong support in promoting fall 
and spring style shows, suburban days, dollar days, shoppers' 
trading excursions, picnics of farmers and other methods 'for 
bringing about increased trade. 


Along protective lines the bureau will safeguard the mem- 


bers from promiscuous solicitors, fly-by-night merchants, and 
hostile legislation. 


The Merchants' Burea-u will also have the heartiest co-oper- 


ation of the. entire Chamber of Commerce in campaigns to edu- 
cate the people of this city and county 
to do their trading at 


home. It will also work to bring about a more general co-opera- 
tion among the retail, wholesale and .manufacturing interests of 
La'Crosse. 


AGRICULTURAL BUREAU 


It has become axiomatic that the growth of a city is largely 


in direct proportion lo the growth in'population and resources 
in the territory contributory lo it. La Crosse is in the midst of a 
rich farming territory which has vast possibilities for develop- 
ment. 


This is not going lo bo a bureau lo lell the farmer how to 


farm, but a bureau where both the farmer and the business man 
can work out problems that will he for the material welfare of 
each. That this is practical has been demonstrated in many pro- 
gressive commercial organizations and 
investigation of 
such 


methods will.be one of the first activities of this bureau. 


The business of marketing the surplus products of the farms 


is in many cases still in its infancy and this bureau will work to 
the end of making La Crosse a market clearing house for this 
section of the country and of providing better facilities for mar- 
keting home-grown products. 
MANUFACTURERS & JOBBERS 
BUREAU 


This bureau will continue and increase the activities of the 


present Manufacturers' and Jobbers' Club and work for indus- 
trial and wholesale trade expansion. 


Promotion of the industrial growth of a community is one 


of the general activities of a Chamber of Commerce that yields 
large direct returns. Every 
existing industry enlarged and 


every new industry secured means increased pay rolls, more 
homes and families, and "consequently an additional circulation 
of money throughout the community. 
In the comprehensive 


plans for the Chamber of Commerce it is designed to give much 
attention to fostering established industries and to securing new 
industries. 


CAMPAIGN OF EDUCATION TO SUPPORT HOME INDUSTRY 


The Chamber of Commerce will conduct a systematic cam- 


paign of education to show the value of supporting local factor- 
ies; and local business houses of every other character. 


In order that the. industrial bureau may proceed with the 


best results, the Chamber of Commerce will direct this bureau 
to make an industrial survey of the city so that the advantages , 
of La Crosse as a manufacturing location can be widely adver- 
tised. 


CIVIC BUREAU 


There is a great field of work to be done by an aggressive 


Civic Bureau in making this community a more'desirable place 
in which to live. Statistics of commercial organizations through? 
out the country show that fully fifty per cent of 'their activities 
are along civic lines. In every field of civic work organized citi- 
zenship is nee.ded. Civic work does not mean the expenditure of 
money in costly improvements. It simply means a non-partisan 
co-operation to bring about governmental efficiency and the 
maximum results for money spent in public work. It means com- 
munity cleanliness, health, recreation, beauty and welfare, 


OUR CITY SHOULD LOOK FAR AHEAD 


La Crosse will do well to look not only to the civic needs of 


today, but to those of the city when it will,have a population of 
50,000, 75,000, or even 100.000 people. Chicago is today plan- 
ning its public improvements on the basis of a population of 
20,000,000 people. New York is looking ahead even as far as 
fifty years in planning its public work. Los Angeles in all its civic 
work visualizes the city of 1,000,000 people. La Crosse can profit 
by using such foresight and vision. 


PUBLICITY AND CONVENTION BUREAU 


Publicity is today, one of the strongest constructive features 


.in the world of human endeavor. Without it business wanes and 
men sink into oblivion. What applies lo individuals and business 
applies^ also to cities. The publicity department is essential to 
ail phases of Chamber of Commerce work. 


The experience of the. past has shown that La Crosse can 


be made a recognized convention city and that thousands of dol- 
lars of new capital can be brought to the city annually through 
convention delegates. 
In this bureau there will be a group of 


men,specializing on the work of securing conventions along the 
most modern methods. 


THE MEMBERSHIP COUNCIL 


A careful analysis of commercial organization work in La 


Crosse in recent years reveals a lack of co-operation on the part 
of many citizens in giving their personal service. To remedy this 
and to have an organization where, the membership will be in- 
terested and active continuously, the bureau plan was adopted, 
and to further strengthen the organization in this respect there 
will be a Membership Council. 


This is an initiative and referendum body oT about fifty rep- 


resentatives from the various lines of trade, industry, and profes- 
sion represented in the membership. Each group, "such as law- 
yers, clothiers, doctors, grocers, etc., will be represented in the 
Membership Council by a delegate. The council will meet regu- 
larly once a week or twice a month. All members of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce may attend the meetings, but only delegates 
may vote. The functions of the Membership Council shall be to 
originate and recommend to the Chamber and to the bureaus all1 
matters of community effort. 


MANAGING SECRETARY 


The working capital of the Chamber of Commerce will be 


sufficient to employ an able, trained, and experienced Managing' 
Secretary. Organizations here in the past have been handicapped 
by the lack of trained men whose entire time was given lo or- 
ganization work. The campaign committee is now securing the 
applications of capable men. and making' an 
investigation of 


their merits, and the data will be turned over to the board of di- 
rectors following their election. 


CONCLUSION 


The citizens of La Crosse are called.upon to rally to Ihis for- 


ward movement. To raise a sufficient fund lo carry on this com- 
prehensive plan of work, individuals, firms, and corporations . 
must take memberships in proportion to the return they will 
get from a community building organization of this type. 


Let every citizen with an investment in the future of La 


Crosse indorse this forward movement by becoming members 
of the Chamber of Commerce: to work with one purpose and 
thus develop a community spirit that will make it the pride of 
every man, woman and child to say to the world, "I am a citizen 
of La Crosse."
